We  enjoyed  playing  sports,  for  it  was  that  year  that  our  boys  helped  to  win  the  District  D,  Group 
III  championship  in  baseball  and  went  undefeated  in  football.  Claude  Smith,  Nancy  Jeter,  Margaret  Parseghian  and 
Kermit  Groome  were  welcomed  into  our  class  that  year. 

We  were  then  promoted  to  the  tenth  grade  and  were  glad  to  have  Mr.  Williams  as  our  home  room  teacher.  This  was 
a  great  year  for  we  had  our  first  Junior-Senior  Prom  which  was  a  great  success.  Not  only  was  the  Prom  a  success,  but  we 
had  our  first  undefeated  softball  team  since  1945.  The  boys  baseball  team  won  another  district  championship  and  also 
had  another  undefeated  football  team.  It  was  this  year  that  our  boys  and  girls  basketball  team  participated  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  tournament  held  at  Midlothian.  During  this  year  we  lost  Joan  Hamilton  to  a  Matrimonial  Alliance,  but  we  were 
very  glad  to  have  Virginia  Talley,  and  JoAnn  Detwiler  in  our  class. 

Finally  we  became  dignified  Seniors.  Our  last  year  of  school  has  been  the  one  we  will  remember  best.  We  have 
tried  to  crowd  so  many  wonderful  things  into  such  a  short  period.

We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  our  years  of  learning  to  have  had  such  a  wonderful  faculty  who  have  done  so  much 
so  help  us  to  develop  intellectually  and  socially  into  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  we  wish  to  be.  We  would  now  like  to  take 
this  time  to  thank  them  for  their  wonderful  work  which  I  know  will  be  of  great  help  to  us  in  our  future  lives.  As  we  leave 
and  go  out  into  an  even  greater  adventure,  let  us  not  forget  our  motto,  "Climb  Though  The  Rocks  Be  Rugged."
